WINS THE BREEDERS’ FUTURITY IN RUNA- 
WAY FASHION AND FAST TIME. 

Brilliant End of the Lexington Meeting with a 
Great Crowd and Several New Track Records 
—Old Grover Hughes Beaten. 



Lexington, Ky., Mny 10. — Before an attendance 
of record-breaking size, John W. Schorr’s good colt 
Harry Kelly, gave a performance that will linger 
long in the memory of those who witnessed it 
when he accounted for the rich Breeders’ Futurity 
Stakes and ran five-eighths of a mile in 58%, re- 
ducing the mark of 1:00% held by Checks, and 
lowering the colors of the iHipulur and highly re- 
garded Westy Hogan, in the easiest fashion imngin- 
Harry Kelly showed a sensational flight of 
jtfcod from the outset and had Westy llogan, his 
nwst attendant, on his full stride to keep pace 
With him. He acted fraetiously at the ]>ost and by 
Ilia wheeling tactics delayed the send-off, but when 
the barrier was released, he immediately went 
ubout his task in race horse fashion and took a 
•rood lead. lie went the quarter in 1*2 seconds and 
Ut this |M>int he was two lengths in front. His 
next quarter was run in 24 seconds, making 46 sec- 
onds for the half. Westy Hogan at this point was 
l»ut to a drive and a moment later, when Harry 
Kelly showed an inclination to bore out, it ap- 
peared as if the favorite would pass into the lead, 
but Garner struck Harry Kelly a smart wrap across 
the head and he refrained further from boring out. 
During the last eighth lie drew out with ease amid 
a din that was deafening. Five lengths back came 
Westy llogan and a similarly distance further back 
followed Yerinilii, with Midway and Frank Cole- 
man trailing. Westy Hogan’s share of the purse 
was $1,087, Yerinila’s $543.50 and Midway got back 
bis starting fee of $150 by landing in fourth place. 
Then; was a rumor of an injury to W’esty Hogan’s 
right knee la-fore the race and lie showed a slight 
swelling, but it is not thought to be of any conse- 
quence. 

The Breeders’ Futurity was run for the seventh 
time today, the names of its winners, with other 
details, following :

Distance 1-2 mile in 1910 and 1911 and 4 1-2 fur- 
longs in 1912. 

Get-awuy day and ideal weather, coupled with 
the splendid card, were factors towards bringing 
out the biggest crowd in the history of this track. 
The racing was highly interesting throughout the 
ufternoou witii fast time made in all the race. 

The meeting just terminated lias been the most 
successful in every particular that has been held 
at this track. It has forcibly brought to the at- 
tention of the management, how wholly inadequate 
it is to the growing racing conditions in this sec- 
tion of tlie country and they are planning ex- 
tensively for remodeling and bring the course up to 
requirements. Had the ring facilities been ade- 
quate, it would have meant considerable more finan- 
cial returns to the association. Enough money was 
shut out during the meeting, it is said, to have 
paid current exiienses. 

Today’s attendance was likewise the most rep- 
resentative that lias gathered here in some time 
and included many notables in the racing world. 
Diaries F. Grainger and Matt. J. Winn headed a 
big delegation from Louisville, while R. F. Carman 
brought a delegation from Baltimore. 

Conning Tower added to the brillinney of the 
afternoon's racing by equaling the three-quarters 
record of 1:12, after a rattling drive to outstay 
Chalmers. 

Tlie overthrow of Grover Hughes by The Grader 
in tlie second race was a stunner for the majority, 
who regarded Grover Hughes ns invincible after 
Ills double victory over some of tlie best here. 

The exodus of turfmen from here will liegin to- 
night when tlie Elrod siiecial departs 'or Louisville 
and will have aboard a big delegation of owners 
trainers, jockeys and the mutuel crew. 

Cuptuiii Thomas J. Clay after the fiftli race an- 
nounced that they had reopened the case against 
E. T. Colton and (lending furtiier investigation had 
susiM-nded him. Captain Clay also added that 
Colton, who is at present in Ixiuisvillc, had tele- 
graphed lien- requesting that charges preferred by 
Audress be made in writing which Andress has 
done liefore a notary public. 

J. H. Stamper, Jr., owner of I’rince Harry, stated 
today that tlie extent of the injury to tlie colt had 
not been fully determined as yet, but it is thought 
that he suffered a wrench or a rupture of the sus- 
pensory ligaments. 

There was some mild excitement in tlie paddock 
just before the stake race, when a small blaze 
was discovered on the roof of the jockeys’ room. 
It wus soon extinguished by a bucket brigade of 
volunteers among tlif- valets. 

W. O. Parmer came over from Nashville to view 
the running of the Breeders’ Futurity and will 
remuin to witness the Derby ut Louisville. 

Jockey Murphy had a field day. piloting four win- 
ners. One Stop made it a double for J. N. Cam- 
den und etablished a new record when she went the 
milt- und an eighth in 1:56%. 



GETTING TOGETHER IN CALIFORNIA. 

The initiative measure of a state racing commis- 
sion and pari-mutuel form of wagering, that was 
proposed to come before the voters in November, 
lias been withdrawn. Edward It. Smith of Ocean 
Park, a prime mover for tlie measure, announces 
that lie lias notified Attorney -General Webb to re- 
turn the measure, which has been submitted to him 
to write a title. 

Ill explaining his action Smith says that tlie 
Registered Horse Breeders’ Association, which lie 
represents, thought it was for the best interests 
of the breeding industry in California to withdraw. 
There was a deal of disagreement over the method 
of procedure. Breeders as a liody favor a racing 
commission and pari-mutuels, but deem it more ad- 
visable to take the matter up with the legislature 
when it meets shortly after the first of the year. 

Smith pledges the support of the Registered 
Breeders’ Association if a law similar to the one 
he has been proposing is taken up in the legislature. 
He calls upon the horse interests in California to 
unite and work for some favorable legishition. 

The Golden Gate Thoroughbred Breeders’ Associa- 
tion of San Francisco is at present at work on a 
bill to la- presented. It will lie similar in nature 
to tlie Kentucky law. which has o(ierated so suc- 
cessfully for the last ten years. It calls for a 

state racing commission and pari-mutuel system of 
wagering. Limiting meetings to a certain number 
of days and providing revenue for the state will 
also Is- taken up. Many prominent and influential 
men of the state are interested in reviving interest 
in the breeding industry, which formerly ranked so 
high in California. — Sun Francisco Chronicle. 



PROSPECT IS FOR A LARGE FIELD. 

Kentucky Derby Eligibles Train Soundly Almost 
Without Exception, Insuring Many Starters. 

_ Louisville, Ky., May 10. — The outcome of the 
Kentucky Derby became more doubtful than ever 
when trainer James Rowe worked tlie three Whit- 
ney cracks Kromo, Dominant and Thunderer at 
Churchill Downs this morning. The trials virtually 
settled one point and that is that Rromo niqiears 
to be not as far advanced in preparation us either 
of liis stable companions. It is the general opin- 
ion now that Dominant and Thunderer will carry 
the colors of the New York turfman in the big 
race. 

Each horse was worked separately and on each 
occasion jockey Joe Notter was in the saddle. 
Kromo was first worked, but only went a slow 
mile, pulling up in 1:46% and rating the distance 
about the same for each quarter. Dominant and 
Thunderer went the full Derby route of one mile 
and a quarter and. while each finished the dis- 
taneo in 2:08, the showing of neither created the 
sensation expected, though horsemen generally 
agreed the worked showed that Rowe had the 
pair ready to run a capital race. In the early part 
of Dominant’s performance lie exhibited terrific 
s|ieed, as shown by his fractional time of: 12, 

23%, 35%, 47%, 1:00%, 1:13%, 1:26%, 1:39% 
und 1:53. 

The fractional time of Thunderer's trial was: 
13%, 26. 38. 50%, 1:03%, 1:15%, 1:29, 1:41%, 
1:48 and 1:54%. 

It is thought that the slowing down of Dominant 
after seven-eighths was due to leg soreness, for he 
pulled up a bit lame. 

loiter oil. however, he walked out of his lame- 
ness and it may have been that lie struc k himself 
slightly. Thunderer did not go as sore behind to- 
day as in his last work at the Downs. But it was 
noticed that he changed liis stride after he cov- 
ert'd a I suit three-quarters. There is no doubt that 
if both come out of this work as well ns is now 
exiieeted they will be dangerous contenders, but 
on their showing today it is not considered that 
either of the pair holds George Smith and Star 
Hawk safe for the race. 

Earlier in the morning Chicle, another of the 
Whitney eligible*, was sent the mile und a quarter 
in 2:11%. With jockey T. McTaggart up, he went 
the first mile in 1:43 and a mile and an eighth in 
1:57. 

George Smith was worked slowly twice around 
the track today and the same sort of exercise was 
given to Star Hawk and The Cock. They both came 
out of their work of yesterday in fine fettle. 

Other Derby candidates worked today were: 

Lena Mislia, which went the mile and a quarter 
in 2:14%, cantering, covering the first mile in 
1:46. 1’ockichoo worked three-quarters in 1:16%. 

Although close • now to the eve of the running 
of the Kentucky Derby next Saturday afternoon, 
there still appears no doubt of a large field going 
to the (lost. In the last two weeks not a single 
eligible, that in that period has been mentioned 
as a probable starter, has dropped out of the 
race It is a matter of wide comment that 
never before have so many promising three- 
year-olds stood the training necessary to run such 
a race, stood up under their preparation without 
showing any leg trouble or other serious ailment. 

In spite of the prestige of some of the stars of 
the great stables which have their best three-year- 
olds engaged in the Derby, conservative judges 
among horsemen consider the coming race one of 
tlie most open in its long history from Aristides’s 
time down to the present day. The Whitney stable 
has five grand-looking eligibles in the race in Domi- 
nant, Thunderer, Bromo. Chicle and Hansa, but 
when horsemen look at George Smith, tjie English 
i colt Star Hawk, the speed marvel Bauk. the pres- 
tige which hangs around Bulse and then rapidly 
scans the list of other prominent probable starters 
such as Dodge, Franklin, St. Isidore, Lena Misha, 
The Cock, Kinney, Gipsey George and Pockickoo, 
anyone that with good racing luck and bad luck to 
some of the favorites, could win such a race, it is 
apparent the result is a doubtful matter. 

A prominent turfman, long a big liookmaker when 
such betting prevailed on tlie Kentucky tracks, 
said yesterday at the Downs that lie thought the 
odds against any of the eligibles should la- as good 
as 6 to 1, as he figured that in the pari -mutuel 
machines even the favorite on the day of the race 
is sure to be as good as 4 to 1. 

The races at the Downs this spring will be called 
each afternoon at 2:15; at least, the horses will 
go to the (>ost in the first race at that hour. The 
program book states 2:30, which was an error in 
the tyiiographicul line. Setting the hour at 2:15 
for the opening race each afternoon makes it possi- 
ble for people living close to the city to see all 
the day’s sport and get home in time for an early 
supper. Those from various Kentucky and other 
surrounding cities can also, if so desired, make all 
the early trains. 

Some work by other than Derby candidates was 
done at the Downs track on Tuesday lust. They 
follow: 

Kathleen (Kentucky Oaks candidate) — Mile in 
1:42%; first five-eighths in 1:02%. Black 
Beauty worked the first five -eighths with her. 

Jim Winkfield — Three-eighths in 36%. 

Hodge— Half mile in 49%. 

Old Koenig — Three-quarters in 1:15%; fivc-eightlis 
in 1:02%. Prince S. worked with iiim. 

Regina — Three-eightlis in 38%. Hubbub worked 
with her. 

Ralph — Five-eighths in 1:01. 

Prince llermis — Five-eighths in 1:03. Sir (.'hari- 
cot worked with him. 

At Douglas I’ark several two -years -olds worked 
half miles Tuesday in around 50. and sonic of the 
Schorr stable horses did three-quarters under 1:20. 
Thursdays and Fridays are generally the big work 
days at this track. 

Trainer Jack Adkins made a flying visit to Lex- 
ington to look over the foals dropped so far then* 
by the mares owned by R. D. Mackenzie. There 
are six foals there to date belonging to the 
Canadian turfman, five being by Key Hindoo und 
one by Tim I’ayne. The good race mare, Adelaide 
T., is daily expected to foal to Jack Atkin. Among 
the mares mated this spring to Buckhorti is Ever- 
green, the dam of T. M. Green, Muck B. Eubanks 
and other winners. 

After Buckhorn’s stud season is over this spring, 
which will be about the middle of June, trainer 
Adkins will take the horse up and race him late 
next summer and the coming fall. He is as sound 
today as when first put in training. He is now 
seven years old and has the remarkable distinction 
of, from the time he was a yearling, never having 
step|H*d a lame stride and never had a day’s sick- 
ness in his entire racing career. Adkins remarked 
yesterday, he didn’t believe Buckhoru had ever 
even sneezed in his entire life.

COMMENDATION FOR AMERICAN BREEDERS. 

English Expert Impressed by Visits to Brookdale. 
Blue Ridge, Ellerslie and Other Studs. 



Lexington, Ky.. May 10. — “I have been to Mr. 
Harry Payne Whitney’s stud at Brookdale, New 
Jersey; to Mr. II. T. Oxnard’s Blue Ridge Farm 
in Virginia, sixty miles from Washington: to Mr. 
Arthur It. Hancock’s establishments at Ellerslie, 
near Charlottesville, Virginia, and at Paris, Ken- 
tucky, and to Mr. J. N. Camden’s Hartlund Stud, 
near Versailles, Kentucky,” said Edward More- 
house. the distinguished English turf critic who 
is attending the Lexington races, when asked for 
his impressions of American thoroughbred breeding 
farms and the horses he saw thereon. 

“I am Imping to see many other studs during 
the next few days. All the farms I have been to 
struck me as being admirably managed. At Brook- 
dale, to which I was kindly escorted by Mr. W. L. 
Powers, I had the pleasure of meeting Mr. James 
Rmve, whose reputation as a trainer is world- 
wide. Under his guidance we inspected the breed- 
ing stock and the horses in training. I came 
across several animals I had seen raring in Eng- 
land. notably Whisk Broom, which has now 
joined tlie group of stallions at Brookdale. He 
looks a (lerfect picture of a horse and it will in- 
deed lie astonishing if he dots not ‘make good’ 
at the stud. Among Mr. Whitney’s yearlings and 
foals then* are several by English horses. I need 
hardly siy that everything at Brookdale is spick 
and span. Mr. Rowe, however, would have me 
understand that I was seeing the place at a dis- 
advantage, owing to the backwardness of vegeta- 
tion this spring. The new grass was about three 
weeks late in making its appearance. English 
studmasters have a similar complaint against na- 
ture. On the other side of the Atlantic we had 
the warmest Janu try known for fifty years, but 
February and March were wretched months. 

“When I reached the Blue Ridge Farm with Mr. 
Oxnard, who had met me at Washington, I found 
vegetation more forward that it was in New Jersey. 
The new blue grass' was coming along finely. There 
were some good appearing yearlings lieing prepared 
for sale at this beautifully situated and well ordered 
stud. They are mostly by King Janies and Super- 
mini. the two stallions quartered at the establish- 
ment. Mr. Oxnard also has another stallion. Sir 
Wilfred (sire of the Futurity winner Trojan), which 
is this year stationed at Mr. Hancock’s farm at 
Paris. He will be located at the Blue Ridge Farm 
next year. Mr. Oxnard had about twenty first rate 
foals to. show me and the majority of them are 
highly promising. The stpil was founded about ten 
years ago. A heap of money has been lavished on 
it and more is being spent, for Mr. Oxnard is a 
man who believes there is no such thing as finality 
in matters relating to bloodstock. He has now- 
sixty broodmares running on 600 acres of grass. 
Some of them are recent importations from Eng- 
land. They were bought for him by the British 
Bloodstock Agency at the sales held at Newmarket 
last December like other American breeders. Mr. 
Oxnard realizes that the present is an exceptional 
opportunity for securing good class British-bred 
mares at a comparatively low price. The war oc- 
casioned a veritable slump in the value of blood- 
stock. A bid of $2,000 will now secure a mare that 
could not be liought for $5,000 in 1913. It is prac- 
tically certain, however, that the market will re- 
main in this favorable state for buyers only so 
long as the war lasts. There were indications' last 
December that prices will rise substantially on the 
slightest provocation. 

“Owners of mares in England and Ireland find 
it extremely difficult to uppraise their value. In 
October I could have bought privately broodmares 
with their foals for $2,500 which fetched nearly 
twice as much, and without the foals at the New- 
market sales in December. It is expected that there 
will be a big demand for our mares immediately the 
war comes to an end.' French and Russian breeders 
will have to replenish their studs, and 1 supisise the 
Germans also will be buyers. Indeed I have reason 
to believe the Germans an* actively buying from us 
now through Danish agents, though I need hardly 
say that the mares they secure will have to n*main 
in England for the present because our government 
will not grant permits for the exportation of horses 
to neutral countries in touch with German or Aus- 
tria-Hungary. The point I wish to make is that 
American breeders have not had for many a long 
year and may never have again, so favorable an 
opportunity of obtaining British-bred mares. 

“Elerslie was the third stud I visited. Mr. Han- 
cock, with whom my firm has done business for 
some time, met me at Charlottesville. It was in- 
deed a pleasure to come in personal contact with 
a gentleman who has so deep a knowledge of mat- 
ters pertaining to bloodstock, who is a practical 
breeder on a large scale, anil who is striving to 
establish the American thoroughbred on u broader 
and surer basis than it has ever liefore possessed. 
I have now been in close association with Mr. 
Hancock for more than a week and during that 
time have discovered him to he one of the most 
generous-minded men I have ever come across. I 
sjieiit two days at Ellerslie. Eight hundred feet 
above the sea level, the estate is most pictur- 
esquely situated. All around are beautiful woods, 
the rising ground behind the home richly studded 
with trees constituting a charming feature of the 
landscape. There are 900 acres of grass land at 
Ellerslie and rare good grass it is. The establish- 
ment as a whole is workmanlike und the bloodstock 
could not possibly present a better appearance. The 
pride of the stud is the stallion Celt. In this hand- 
some soli of Commando and Maid of Erin (a mare 
by Ampliion, the sire of Snnridge), Mr. Hancock 
undoubtedly possesses a horse which is certain to 
make a big name for himself. It was not until 
the season of 1914 that Celt had a full complement 
of mares allotted to him. The results acouring 
from that season are now to be found in the Ellers- 
lie paddocks in the shape of a fine bunch of 
yearlings. After I had seen the youngsters I said 
1 had never came across a grander lot of yearlings 
by any one stallion. They number twenty. If I 
were given my choice I should pick the well-grown 
chestnut colt out of Network, the dam of l’aildy 
Whack und Embroidery. If Network’s yearling 
does not develop into a good-class stake winner, 
appearances are deceptive. 

“Other yearlings by Celt, of which I made special 
note are those of Belle Fleur, dam of Gaelic; 
Diamantina, sister to Network; Sister Anna, the 
dam of Puggins and Follie Levy. The fillies which 
appealed to me are those out of Lizzie H.. a sister 
to Morello and dam of Red River; Logistiila, the 
dam of Tralee; Andrew M., T. S. Martin and 
Eostre, which has bred several winners. A racy- 
looking colt is by Ballot — Clara and a promising 
bay filly by Radium out of l’ietra. I’ietra lias at 
foot a filly by Myram, brother to Jariiy. The 

foals by Colt I saw at Ellerslie are as promising 
as the yearlings. 

“The imported stallion. Wrack, is standing at 
Mr. Hancock’s farm near Paris. He gave a good 
price for the horse, but even so we could have sold 
him for twice the sum to an English breeder. A 
gamer and more consistent (lerformer never looked 
through a bridle. 

“I went to Mr. J. N. Camden’s stud last Sun- 
day. I regret that this gentleman’s health is at 
present so much lielow par that he has to deprive 
himself of all public activities. He had the stal- 
lions Ben Brush anil Peter (Jtiiui*e produced for our 
inspection. Though twenty-three years of age, 
Ben Brush is still hale und hearty and looks like 
remaining in service for a few more seasons. Ilis 
foals and yearlings do him great credit. Peter

LARGE ATTENDANCE VIEWS EXCELLENT AND 
WELL-CONTESTED RACING. 



Elect Takes the Steeplechase for Gentlemen Riders 
— Yellow Sally Wins Her Race and a New 
Owner— Freakness Handicap Weights. 



Baltimore, Md., May 20. — The card offered at 
Pimlico this afternoon was featured by two divis- 
ions of the Driving Park Handicap, but this event 
was overshadowed by the second race, tlie Hunters’ 
Steeplechase, over tlie two and a half mile course, 
in which the contestants were ridden by gentlemen 
riders. Society was well represented to encourage 
the riders, the lawns and clubhouse enclosure lie- 
ing comfortably crowded. Elect, ridden by Mr. T. 
H. Willshire, was returned the winner after a 
hard drive over Induction and Bachelor. It was a 
good contest throughout. 

The running of the fourth race, a dash of four 
and a half furlongs for two-year-olds, was marred 
when two of the starters. Firing Line anil Bar of 
Phoenix fell in rounding tlie far turn. Jockey C. 
Watson, who had the mount on Firing Line, suffered 
injuries which called for medical attention, while 
W. Doyle escaped injury. The colors of R. T. Wil- 
son were carried to victory by Ilanobala in this 
rai*e in a stirring finish. 

The selling race troubles broke out afresh this 
afternoon and resulted in one change of ownership. 
Yellow Sally was advanced from $800 to $1,200 
and sold to G. A. Alexandra. Marianao, racing for 
J. O. Talbott, was bid up to $1,305, an advance of 
$500, and was retained by the usual $5 advance. 

The racing on the whole was stirring, several of 
the finishes being marked by hard drives. A dis- 
qualification came out of the running of the fifth 
race in which Monocacy ran second to Freda John- 
son. but was disqualified for swerving down to the 
inside rail at the end. 

William Murray was an arrival from Montreal 
this morning and will remain for a few days. Mr. 
Murray reports many improvements to the Maison- 
neuve plant, including the construction of fifty 
more stalls and a new betting shed and the re- 
grading of the turns. Murray brought down some 
books of the Dorval meeting for 8. N. Holman and 
distributed them among the horsemen. He brought 
the news that the new steeplechase course at 
Dorval is in splendid order and that jumping will 
be featured at that meeting. 

Jockey T. Harrington injured his foot when 
Marianao ran away after her race and crashed 
into the outside fence. He was forced to cancel 
his other engagements for the afternoon.

be the last. From Juarez came re|sirts that Gen- 
eral Obregon ami his advisers were optimistic re- 
garding tlie outcome of the con fen' nee. It is not 
expected that A. 4. Quatters, the mining man who 
withdrew from last night’s meeting, will take 
further part in the discussions. General Scott ex- 
plained that, in view of the attitude of General 
Obregon, he had not thought it proper to insist on 
Mr. McQuatters’ attendance, especially as the 
latter had no official standing. General Funston 
said the coast guard ordered to the border would 
he assigned to towns which it could best protect. 
Tlie militia will be divided among towns, bridges 
and easily accessible ]ioints with close communica- 
tion, relieving the cavalry now doing patrol duty 
for service in the isolated sections of the border. 
Two troops of the Twenty -first infantry left El 
Paso today to guard the big bridge near Del Rio 
on the Southern Pacific line. 

An official British estimate of German casual- 
ties in April, issued in London yesterday places tlie 
total at 91,162. The number of German casualties 
since the beginning of the war is given as 2,822.079. 
These figures were given in tlie following state- 
ment: "German casualties, exclusive of corrections, 

were reported during the month of April. 1916, as 
follows: Killed or died of wounds 17,455; died *>f 

sickness, 2,395; prisoners, 1,921; missing, 6.217; 
severely wouuded. 14.557; wounded. 4,001; slightly 
wounded. 38,979; wounded remaining with units 
5.637. Total, 91.162. These, added to those re- 
ported in previous months, including corrections re- 
ported in April, 1916, bring the totals reported in 
German official lists since the beginning of the war 
to: Killed or died of wounds. 664,552; died of sick- 

ness, 41,325; prisoners, 137.798; missing, 197 094; 
severely wounded, 385,515; wounded, 254,627; 

slightly wounded, 1,023.212; wounded remaining 
with units, 117.956. Total. 2,822,079. These fig- 
ures include all German nationalities — Prussians. 
Bavarians, Saxons and Wurttembergers. They do 
not include naval or colonial troops.” 

Details of tlie sinking of tlie White Star liner 
Cymric were given yesterday hy members of the 
crew, who were landed at Bantry. Ireland. They 
say that the torpedo which destroyed the ship 
struck the engine room. The explosion blew all 
tlie sky lights off and extinguished the lights 
throughout the vessel. Four men were killed by tlie 
explosion and tlie chief steward was drowned try- 
ing to reach a Ixiat when the crew abandoned tlie 
ship. One hundred and seven members of the crew 
took to the boats shortly after the liner was tor- 
lx*doed, but returned when it was seen that tlie 
steamer was not in immediate danger of sinking. 
They remained on board for two hours, when a 
sloop which heard the Cymric’s wireless calls for 
help 100 miles away, arrived and took them off. 
Tlie sloop stood by the stricken liner until it sank 
at 3:30 in the morning. All of the crew were 
British subjects, except one Russian and two Bel- 
gians. There were also six passengers on board, 
members of tlie British consular service, all of 
whom were saved. Tlie officers says that tlie Cym- 
ric Was unarmed. 

A dispatch of yesterday from Paris said: Ac- 

tivity on the Verdun front lias decreased, accord- 
ing to the statement given out by tlie war office 
tills afternoon. Artillery action west of tlie Meuse 
was less pronounced and east of the river was 
only intermittent. An attack on French trendies 
between the Oise and the Aisne was repulsed. The 
text of the statement follows: Between the Oise 

and the Aisne, a coup de main upon one of our 
trendies southeast of Moulain-Sous-Toutvent was 
completely checked. Ill the Verdun region, the 
bombardment west of the Meuse noticeably di- 
minished. East of the Meuse and in the Woevre 
region there was intermittent cannonading. Hand- 
grenade skirmishes were reported during the night 
in the woods of Avoconrt and in tlie region south 
of Fort Douaumont. In Upper Alsace an enemy 
reconnoitering party which attempted to seize one 
of our smnll posts near Hirszbach, south of Alt- 
kirch, was repulsed with losses. 

Says a dispatch of yesterday from Berlin: In a 

note given to Ambassador Gerrard by Foreign Min- 
ister von Jagow, Germany accepts full responsi- 
bility for the Sussex, announces that tlie submarine 
commander lias been punished, and volunteers to 
indemnify the Americans injured through the ex- 
plosion of the torpedo when it struck the Sussex. 
As was plainly intimated in Germany’s note, tlie 
government considers the evidence submitted by the 
American government, together with some investi- 
gations since made, as conclusive proof that the 
vessel the submarine commander reported he had 
torpedoed on that day in that vincity was tlie Sus- 
sex. President Wilson’s reply to Germany, accept- 
ing Germany’s promise of a change in her methods 
of submarine warfare, has reached Berlin, hut lias 
not yet been handed to the German government by 
Ambassador Gerrard. 

Twenty lives were the toll of death in the first 
steamer loss on the great lakes tills season when 
tlie S. R. Kirby of tlie Norfli western Transporta- 
tion company of Detroit foundered Monday at 11 
o’clock off Eagle Harbor, Midi., 194 miles from 
Duluth, with all but two of Its crew. Tlie second 
mate, Joseph Murda, of Chicago, and Otto S. Lind- 
quist. a fireman of Pequnming, Mich., were saved. 
Tlie boat broke in two and foundered. Just wliat 
the cause was, never will be known, but it is sup- 
posed that tlie strain of fighting the heavy seas 
that were running in the gale that swept Lake 
Superior found some weak spot, although the United 
States inspectors of hulls and boilers here declare 
that tlie Kirby was inspected this spring and found 
in good condition.

The Britisli premier stated that S. F. Sliceliy 
Hkeffington. editor of the Irish Uitizen. was shot 
in Dublin on April 26 without tlie knowledge of 
the military authorities.

The total of 
tween 9.000 and 10,000 included eleven companies 
of coast artillery ordered out last night by Secretary 
Baker. Unofficial estimates placed the number of 
troops now on Mexican duty or under mobilization 
at about 45.000. If the situation warrants. Na- 
tional Guards of other states will be called out 
for border patrol duty, officials declared. Secretary 
Baker stated, however, that no further mobiliza- 
tion orders are contemplated immediately. 

Robert Fay, former lieutenant in tlie German 
army, convicted in the federal court at New York 
Monday of conspiracy to destroy munitions ships 
of the allies through bomb contrivances, was sen- 
tenced yesterday to serve eight years in the federal 
penitentiary at Atlanta. Walter Scholz, his bro- 
ther-in-law. and Paul Daeclie, also convicted, were 
sentenced to serve four years and two years re- 
spectively, Judge Howe holding that they did not 
originate the conspiracy and deserved less severe 
punishment than Fay. The three were also fined 
$2 each. 

Dispatches from Stockholm to Berlin newspapers, 
says the Overseas News Agency yesterday, contain 
statements that a league made up of members of 
various non- Russian races who are subjects of the 
Russian empire lias been formed in Sweden and that 
the league lias sent a cable message to President 
Wilson asking the assistance of tlie American na- 
tion in the struggle for national preservation/ 

Premier Asquith informed the house of commons 
yesterday afternoon that Sir Roger Casement, who 
was captured on attempting to land in Ireland to 
lend tlie rebellion there, would be placed on trial 
Monday.

A. J. Joyner, who is training a string at Belmont 
Park for George Widener, Jr., is exix'cting im- 
portant additions to liis stable in the near future. 
At present his string consists of three two-year- 
olils and two three -year -olds, all by Garry Herr- 
mann. 

Word comes from Toronto that practically the 
same officials as last year will officiate at all 
tracks under tlie jurisdiction of the Canadian Racing 
Associations. It is understood that Joseph A. Mur- 
phy lias again been appointed steward to represent 
the Canadian Racing Associations in tlie stand at 
each of the tracks. Joseph McLennan will officiate* 
as clerk of the scales at each of the courses, while 
A. B. Dade will do the starting. 

Trainer S. Billings, who has charge of the eastern 
division of John Sanford’s racing stable, lias Ills 
string comfortably quartered at Belmont Park. 
There are about an even dozen in tlie band, most 
of them being imported two-year-olils, although a 
large proportion of these are of American breeding. 
One of tlie most taking two-year-olds in Mr. San- 
ford’s collection is the chestnut colt Gunrock, by 
August Belmont’s famous sire. Rock Sand, out of 
the American race mare Gunfire, by Hastings. Tills 
colt was bred in France by Clarence II. Mackay 
and sold at the sale of the Mackay stock late last 
year for $4,800. 

Some turfmen are inclined to think that this Is 
tlie year for a long shot to win the King's Piute, 
and base their opinion on the short time that tlie 
trainers have to get their horses in shape for tlie 
long journey.
